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£125,000 move to restore Oak House’s unique belvedere 

HISTORIC TOWER 
WORK TO BEGIN

A £125,000 PROJECT to re¬ 
store the historic viewing 
tower at a 500-year-old Tudor 
house is expected to get un¬ 
der way next month. 

Urgent repairs are needed to re¬ 
store the crumbling belvedere at the 
Grade II-listed Oak House in West 
Bromwich - believed to be the only 
remaining structure of its kind in 
Britain. 

Sandwell Council is expected to choose a 
contractor to carry out the work in the coming 
weeks, after which time the major project will 
get under way. 

Work is needed to repair the tower’s timber 
structure and the exterior wall panels, which 
have been rapidly deteriorating. The project, 
which has been entirely funded by Sandwell 
Council, is expected to take around five months 
to complete and will see scaffolding put up out¬ 
side the building throughout the summer. 

Sandwell museums manager Frank Caldwell 
said: “There are not many people who can do 
the work, it’s quite specialised. 

“We’re going to wait until after the Bank 
Holiday and an assessment will be made dur¬ 
ing the first week of May. We hope to be able to 
make an appointment very shortly afterwards.” 

Panelling 

Mr Caldwell said it is important that work 
begins as soon as possible. He added: “We ex¬ 
pect, unfortunately, the building to be scaf¬ 
folded throughout the summer. Some of the 
work we’re doing requires line plaster and it 
doesn’t like the cold, damp and frost. We’re not 
looking to go past October.” 

The tower has been part of the building since 
the 17th century. A survey has shown work is 
needed on the tower’s timber failed panelling 
and flashing. Other work to the house will in¬ 
clude the replacement of guttering and down- 
pipes across the whole building. There will be a 
new internal gutter to take rainwater from the 
central roof span through the roof space and a 
major programme of timber repairs to the front 
porch. 

It is believed to be the only remaining tim¬ 
ber-framed belvedere in the country. 

Mr Caldwell said he was always looking of 
ways to restore the building. He said: “If we 
can do something equivalent next year then we 
will come back next year. We want to remove 
the thick, black, bituminous plastic that was 
put on in the 1950s to keep the water out, so 
we might see a different looking Oak House in 
a few years.”

HADEN Hill House Museum is hosting a free 
event for all ages on Bank Holiday Monday 
to mark the 70th anniversary of VE Day. The 
fun and nostalgic event runs from noon to 
4pm at the Victorian house and in Haden Hill 
Park, off Barrs Road, Cradley Heath. 

“There will be some fabulous live music 
with Martinique Jazz so why not bring a pic¬ 
nic to enjoy and take part in our street party,” 
said Alison Hyatt, Sandwell’s visitor services 
officer. There will be 1940s costumed charac¬ 
ters in the house and grounds, as well as some 
fabulous historic vehicles including a 1940s 


tea truck. Visitors can enjoy family enter¬ 
tainment, including a children’s entertainer, 
quizzes, trails and workshops, and handle 
some World War II objects. 

Alison added: “A visitor once told us that 
on VE day in 1945 Haden Hill Park was 
buzzing with entertainment and bunting and 
there were people everywhere. We also know 
the house was used as a food store, to house 
bombed-out families and as a holding place 
for evacuees before they were given places to 
stay. So the house has an important connec¬ 
tion to the homefront in World War II.” And 


Haden Hall, next to Haden Hill House, will 
also be open to the public and the new colour 
scheme inside will be revealed. For more de¬ 
tails, call the museum on 01384 569444. 

Other VE Day commemorations in 
Sandwell include lighting a beacon, one of a 
national chain across the country. Sandwell 
will light a beacon on the Rowley Hills on Fri¬ 
day 8 May at 9.32pm. On Sunday 10 May, a 
commemorative service will be held in Old¬ 
bury Civic Square at 10.30pm. The Mayor will 
join members of the Royal British Legion at 
the War Memorial.

RESIDENTS are calling for action after a 
derelict pub in Oldbury has become a tar¬ 
get for fly-tipping. Littered with mattresses 
and bin liners, the Newbury Tavern has be¬ 
come an eyesore in the area. 

Although environmental health officers 
have removed rubbish in previous months, 
they have now said they do not have the 
sufficient funds to continue to do so. Resi¬ 
dent Geoff Wesson said: “It has just turned 
in to a dumping ground. If anyone comes 
to the estate it looks terrible. The pub has 
been in such a state for a long time.”

BLAZE 

Shed and garage 
wrecked by fire 

FLAMES ripped through a garden destroy¬ 
ing a shed and garage in Oldbury after a 
fire was started by children playing with 
matches. 

Crews from Oldbury fire station said the 
destruction of the fire was caused by chil¬ 
dren who lit the blaze from matches. 

Firefighters arrived shortly after 5pm on 
Sunday to the blaze in Springfield Road 
to tackle the flames. In a message on the 
station’s Twitter account firefighters said 
the blaze was started in a dumped fridge 
freezer. 

Two fire crews from the station left the 
scene at around 6.15pm. 
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Girl, 3, is thrown from car

A THREE-YEAR-OLD girl was thrown 
from a car and left with serious head in¬ 
juries following a crash in Tipton. 

Her mother was also badly hurt in the 
smash and had to be cut out of her Ford 
Focus after it was involved in a collision 
with a Volkswagen Golf in Park Lane 
West at 1.15pm on Monday. 

The force was such that the crash 
threw the young girl from the car and 
onto the road and left both vehicles 
with serious damage. The youngster re¬ 
mained at Birmingham Children’s Hos¬ 
pital overnight, but her injuries are not 
thought to be life-threatening. 


She remained conscious at the scene 
and was comforted by bystanders until 
paramedics arrived. She suffered a head 
injury and was complaining about neck 
and back pain. It took firefighters 50 
minutes to free her mother, a woman in 
her 20s, from her car. 

She suffered pelvis injuries was taken 
to Birmingham’s Queen Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital. Her one-year-old son, was also in 
the car, was not hurt but was taken to 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital as a 
precaution. The man driving the Golf 
was assessed for a collarbone injury but 
did not require hospital treatment. 


in smash 

The busy road was closed for more 
than an hour following the crash. 

Ambulance service spokesman Jamie 
Arrowsmith said: “Crews arrived to find 
two cars that had been in collision, one 
with front-end damage and one with 
damage to the side of the vehicle. Crews 
were told that a three-year-old girl had 
been ejected from the vehicle with dam¬ 
age to its side. She was assessed and 
treated for a head injury, as well as neck 
and back pain, before being taken to Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Hospital by land 
ambulance. Thankfully her injuries are 
not thought to be life threatening. 


Residents hit out at 
ex-landfill site pong 

RESIDENTS on a West Bromwich 
estate are up in arms over an 
‘atrocious’ smell that has drifted 
over their homes from a former 
landfill which is being turned into 
a housing development. 

They say the smell from the near¬ 
by development on Hall Green Road 
in Stone Cross has become noticeably 
worse in recent weeks as the weather 
has got warmer. 

Developers Mar City are currently carry¬ 
ing out remedial work on the site to rid it of 
chemicals that have gone into the ground 
over the past 50 years. They will then build 
250 homes on the site. 

The site was quarried for sand and gravel 
during the 1950s and was then used for 
landfill, with oils and chemicals put into 
the ground over the years. 

Inspection of the land found it was not 
constructed properly to receive wastes and 
that few records existed as to what was ac¬ 
tually dumped. The remediation currently 
being carried out will make the land safe 
for new development. 

Mrs Lawley, aged 47, who lives in Camp- 
field Crescent, said: “My dad has lived on 
the estate since it was first built in 1955. 

He used to go up there and the ground 
would bubble. 

“They told us essential remedial work 
would be done and it wouldn’t affect us at 
all, we wouldn’t experience any problems. 

There is a terrible, terrible smell. It is atro¬ 
cious, it is making me feel sick.“There have 
been some of the hottest days of the year 
recently but I can’t hang the washing out, 

I’m cooped up in the house.” 

Julie Horlick, 38, of Campville Crescent, 
said: “It is quite bad some days. It’s a pu¬ 
trid, gassy smell. 

“When they first started digging there 
was a bit of a smell but with the weather 
getting warmer it has got worse” 

Mar City Homes said it was aware of the 
problems and was scaling back planned op¬ 
erations on site during the summer. 

Company spokeswoman Martine Bridge 
said: “We would like to reassure the local 
residents that there are no health and 
safety issues associated with the develop¬ 
ment site. We are aware of the odour issues 
and are working in conjunction with the 
council to find the best solution.”

A WEST Bromwich secondary 
school has now been rated “good” 
by Ofsted - less than two years 
after inspectors said it needed to 
improve. Phoenix Collegiate head¬ 
teacher Gary Hill praised everyone 
involved with the school for the 
rapid progress made to achieve the 
improved rating. In their report 
published last Friday, Ofsted in¬ 
spectors praised Mr Hill’s “inspira¬ 
tional leadership”. 

This means the school has “a 
‘no limits’ culture driven by the 


uncompromising belief that all stu¬ 
dents can and will be successful as 
they move onto the next stage of 
their life”, they said. The school 
had received a “requires improve¬ 
ment” rating in its previous Ofsted 
inspection in May 2013. 

Visiting the school again in 
March this year, inspectors high¬ 
lighted a determined and successful 
drive from the school’s senior lead¬ 
ers and governors to raise stand¬ 
ards and improve teaching. 

They praised the school’s “re¬ 


lentless focus on the importance of 
reading” as well as regular tracking 
of students’ learning, which helps 
leaders intervene to support those 
falling behind. 

They said students are proud of 
their school and feel safe and well- 
cared for. Highly productive rela¬ 
tionships between students and 
with their teachers mean students 
behave well and helps create a cul¬ 
ture of high aspiration and success. 

Inspectors also praised the “well 
managed” sixth form. 


500 jobs are 
under threat 
in relocation 
plan for firm 

FIVE hundred jobs will be axed in 
Wednesbury under plans to close a huge 
distribution centre. Dixons Carphone 
plans to close its doors and relocate to 
Newark in Nottinghamshire. 

Bosses said staff would be offered jobs 
at the new site - more than 80 miles 
from the distribution and repairs centre 
off Bilston Road. Workers were informed 
on Tuesday and a formal consultation 
has been launched. Bosses at the firm, 
which followed a merger between Car¬ 
phone Warehouse and Currys Pc World 
last year, insist it is just a proposal at 
this stage and no final decision has been 
made. 

However, it is anticipated that any re¬ 
location from the West Midlands will be 
completed by early next year, with some 
even saying the whole Wednesbury site 
could be closed by November. 

Councillor Elaine Costigan said many 
workers would not be willing to up sticks 
and move to Newark. “It is sad news for 
Wednesbury,” she said. “We have got 
Lidl coming with 500 jobs but then we 
have now got the possibility of 500 jobs 
going. It is devastating and I just wish 
they would rethink the whole thing.” 

Worker Naomi McCarthy, aged 21, 
from Hill Top, said: “I am disappointed 
but there is nothing I can do. It is too 
far for me to commute and I have got a 
mortgage. I am going to start looking for 
another job.” Dixons Carphone said the 
proposal comes following a review of the 
business but bosses said they acknowl¬ 
edged the ‘knowledge and experience’ of 
the workers in Wednesbury.

40,000 people line 

streets for vaisakhi 



AN estimated 40,000 people lined 
the streets of Sandwell to celebrate 
one of the biggest Vaisakhi festivals 
in the world. 

The holy procession started outside 
the Gurdwara Baba Sang Ji in St Paul’s 
Road, Smethwick and made its way to 
Handsworth Park where it met up with 
another parade from Hockley. 

Together around 100,000 revellers took part 
in the two events over the weekend. 

Vaisakhi is an important festival in the 
Sikh calendar and celebrates the initiation 
ceremony of the Khalsa Brotherhood in 1699. 
Revellers started to gather early on the Sunday 
morning, many of them dressed in the Khalsa’s 
traditional colours of orange and blue. 

The procession was led by the Panj Piare - 
representing the first Sikhs to be baptised by 
the Guru - on a float containing the holy Sikh 
scripture the Guru Granth Sahib. 

Onlookers lined the streets, and many of 
them bowed their heads in reverence as the 
scripture passed by. 

Daughters 

Along the way they took in three other places 
of worship - Guru Nanak Gurdwara in High 
Street, Smethwick, Gurdwara Shaheed Baba 
Deep Singh Ji and Gurdwara Bebe Nanaki Ji, 
both in Handsworth. 

Jaspal Singh, aged 47, from Smethwick, took 
part in the parade with his wife and two daugh¬ 
ters. 

He said: “It’s a really nice event. There’s al¬ 
ways a good crowd and people from all cultures 
can enjoy it.” 

Jagdev Singh, a member of Birmingham’s 
Council of Sikh Gurdwaras, said: “The festival 
is always big,” he added. “People from all back¬ 
grounds gather to celebrate the creation of the 
Sikh faith. 

“It’s a joyous occasion. Not only is this the 
biggest open air celebration outside of the Pun¬ 
jab, but it’s the only gathering where two pa¬ 
rades converge.” 

Refreshments, which included traditional 
Indian food, were served up free of charge by 
groups of volunteers. Buses were also laid on by 
travel firm Thandi for those who were unable 
to manage the route on foot. 

The parade culminated with a huge party in 
Handsworth Park.

£9,000 manure

ALMOST £9,000 is being spent on a 
clean-up of a pile of horse manure and 
waste dumped on open land in Tipton.

Specialist clean-up teams have 
been called in by Sandwell Council.

Ward councillor Joanne Hadley said 
the council is ‘disappointed’ to have to 
spend taxpayers cash on the clean-up.

The 35-year-old stayed only minutes 
at his brother’s home in Lady wood, 
before leaving for West Bromwich 
where he lives with family. The body 
was found in a canal in Winson Green 
shortly before 11.45am on Saturday.

Farm goes up for sale at £450,000 


A FORMER working farm has been 
put up for sale for £450,000 after 
council bosses were unable to find 
a new tenant. Forge Farm in West 
Bromwich is on the market after 
Sandwell Council decided to offload 
the one-and-a-half acre site. 

It is based opposite the popular vis¬ 
itor attraction, Forge Mill Farm, but 
has been vacant for weeks. The land 
is off Forge Lane, which has recently 


faced calls for improved security ac¬ 
tion over a spate of accidents. 

Residents have also raised con¬ 
cerns with councillors over the loss of 
the farm site to new developers. But 
councillors have said they will ensure 
there are no proposals which are det¬ 
rimental to the site and surrounding 
Sandwell Valley country park. 

Forge Farm is being sold by estate 
agents Fisher German. It is mar¬ 


keted as in need of renovation and 
includes a range of outbuildings. 

Matthew Barker, who is a partner 
at the firm’s Worcester office, said: 
“This is a rare opportunity to acquire 
an historic farmhouse.” 

Sandwell Council director for 
regeneration and economy, Nick 
Bubalo, added: “The properties are 
considered suitable for conversion to 
residential use.”

Trader keeps licence 
despite fake cigarettes

An OFF licence was found to be selling il¬ 
legal tobacco worth £555.75 during a series 
of trading standards investigations. 

However, Sandwell Council’s licensing 
committee decided not to suspend Kuldip 
Randhawa’s licence to run Jin’s Conveni¬ 
ence Store in Tipton after accepting his de¬ 
fence that he was not aware of the tobacco. 

It was brought into his shop by a Pol¬ 
ish employee who he later sacked. The 
tobacco, which included 44 packets con¬ 
taining 20 cigarettes and nine pouches 
containing 50g of hand rolling tobacco, 
was found by Sandwell trading standards 
officers in a black laptop bag underneath 
the shop’s counter. 

Senior trading standards officer Toan 
Nguyen said Sandwell councillor Peter 
Allen, who was not present at the com¬ 
mittee meeting, had received a complaint 
about the shop selling illegal cigarettes. 

An officer visited the shop in Toll End 
Road on August 20 last year, but did not 
find any illegal cigarettes or tobacco. 

On December 12, trading standards re¬ 
ceived another complaint that the shop 
was selling ‘dodgy cigarettes and vodka,’ 
and an inspection was carried out six days 
later, but nothing was found An undercover 
officer then conducted a test purchase and 
was sold four packets containing 20 illegal 
cigarettes for £12 and on January 30 trad¬ 
ing standards officers visited the shop for 
another inspection, during which the to¬ 
bacco was found in a laptop bag. 

Mr Nguyen said the cigarettes were 
being sold for £3 a packet when customers 
would normally expect to pay £9.50. The 
packets, which included Fest cigarettes, 
were believed to be from eastern Europe. 

“Mr Randhawa is the licensee and owner 
of the premises and therefore ultimately 
responsible. People involved in the illegal 
tobacco trade are often linked to serious 
crimes including drugs, terrorism and ille¬ 
gal prostitution,” Mr Nguyen added. 

Licensing consultant Graham Hopkins, 
who represented Mr Randhawa at the 
committee last Wednesday, said his client 
had carried out a number of changes since 
being alerted about the counterfeit goods, 
including the installation of CCTV and 
safety training to prevent a repeat of the 
illegal trade, both of which were conditions 
attached to his licence. 


Firm told to stop work on silos

TWO 30ft silos that tower 
over people’s homes have 
been built without planning 
permission in the Black 
Country. 

Residents are furious 
with cooking oil manufac¬ 
turer, KTC Edibles, which 
has been ordered to stop 
work on the structures by 
Sandwell Council. 

The local authority 
stepped in following dozens 
of complaints from people 
living near the factory on 
the Tipton and Wednes- 
bury border. Residents said 
the silos had been built in 
recent weeks and branded 
them ‘eyesores that must be 
removed’. 

Marie Jarvis, who lives in 
Sefton Grove backing onto 
the factory, said: “They 
are horrendous, they ruin 
everybody’s view. They look 
awful and it is all we can see 
from our windows. I just 
want them taken down.” 

Sue Lloyd, who also lives 
in Sefton Grove, added: 
“They are twice the size of 
a standard house, they are 
prominent. They are impos¬ 
ing on the whole cul-de-sac.” 

KTC Edibles is believed 
to be planning to build more 
silos at the site but all work 
has been brought to a halt 
following talks with the 
council. 

Sandwell Council said it 
was working with the firm, 
the largest manufacturer 
and distributor of oils and 
fats in the country, in an 
attempt to resolve the row. 

While work on the silos 
has stopped, the company 
has not been instructed to 
remove them. Bosses could 
apply for retrospective 
planning permission, which 
would mean the council’s 
planning committee decid¬ 
ing whether they can stay.

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Green men 
to return as 
road safety 
fears grow 

LITTLE flashing green men are mak¬ 
ing a return to Smethwick following 
concerns people were struggling to 
cross the road safely. 

The warning signals are being in¬ 
stalled on pedestrian crossings in¬ 
cluding in Bearwood Road as part of 
a £2million revamp. 

Work is taking place along Bear¬ 
wood Road and Cape Hill over the 
coming year after funding for the 
project was earmarked from Sandwell 
Council’s revenue surplus. 

The green man warning lights were 
removed from crossings several years 
ago but they are now returning after 
calls from the community. 

Councillor Bob Piper said: “When 
we asked people about improvements 
on Bearwood Road last autumn, one 
of the points that a number of people 
raised was the difficulty, particularly 
for the elderly, in getting across the 
road safely. 

“Since the ‘green man’ was re¬ 
moved from the crossing some years 
ago, pedestrians were clearly uneasy 
when crossing without a visible indi¬ 
cation in front of them letting them 
know it was safe to cross. 

“The first one is currently being in¬ 
stalled on the Bearwood Road cross¬ 
ing near St Mary’s Church, and the 
other crossings will follow.” 

The council is also working on junc¬ 
tion improvement plans for Bearwood 
Road with preliminary designs still 
being worked on. 

Once completed these will go out 
for residents to have their says and to 
be approved by councillors.

Council injury claim 
payouts total £2.7m 


MORE than £2.7 million was paid 
out by a council for personal injury 
claims over accidents on highways 
in three years, figures reveal. 

Cash-strapped Sandwell Council 
stumped up for the claims at a time when 
it has been battling ever-tightening budg¬ 
ets. 

Deputy leader Steve Eling said the coun¬ 
cil had its own insurance which helped set¬ 
tle claims. The figures, revealed through a 
Freedom of Information request, show vast 
amounts were spent settling claims from 2012 
to 2014. In total £2,760,561 was paid out by the 
authority for incidents classed as ‘personal in¬ 
jury claims’ during the three-year period. 

Councillor Eling said: “We live in a society 
with more litigation and personal injury claims 
and it is inevitable local authorities are on the 
receiving end of them. 

“The council is covered by its own insurance 
of course.” 

Exact details on the accidents are unclear 
but the incidents are said to have occurred on 
roads and pavements in the borough. 

Inevitable 

“In 2014, the authority received 149 compen¬ 
sation claims for personal injury with a total 
of £729,567 paid out in compensation and fees. 

Total fees including compensation paid out 
was £729,567.43 over the 12 months. 

During the previous year the council faced 
197 claims, leading to legal costs and compen¬ 
sation of £1,275,575. In 2012, council bosses 
had even more claims, 203, but £755,418 was 
paid out. 

It has also emerged that the council has 
forked out on ‘non-injury claims’ over the 
same period. In 2014, 99 claims were made of 
this kind with £20,118 paid out including com¬ 
pensation. A total of £16,704 was paid out in 
2013 from 102 claims and in 2012 the number 
of non-injury claims was 121 with £20,049 in 
payments. 

The Labour-run authority has to make cuts 
of £63m by 2017, with funding from central 
government having dropped by £122m in the 
six years to 2015/16. 

Significant pressures have forced the council 
to make pay outs over a range of issues includ¬ 
ing its redundancy scheme. 

Hundreds of staff have had to be laid off by 
the authority amid large cutbacks in grants 
from central government.

The structure is believed to 
be the only remaining timber-framed 
belvedere in the country.

Flame and fortune 


PETE MADELEY takes a look 
at Slade’s short-lived silver 
screen stardom, 40 years on 
from their movie’s release 


IT has been described as ‘the Citi¬ 
zen Kane of British pop films’ and 
features one of the world’s most 
successful rock bands performing 
in a gritty expose of the darker side 
of the music industry. 

It’s now 40 years since Slade in Flame 
hit cinema screens, starring Black Coun¬ 
try glam troupe Slade playing fictitious 
musicians in a made-up band. 

At the time they were riding the crest of the 
wave on the back of a string of number one hits 
including Cum On Feel The Noize, Skweeze 
Me, Pleeze Me and Take Me Bak ‘Ome. But 
movie-goers expecting bell-bottomed hi-jinks 
and Walsall’s Noddy Holder screaming ‘It’s 
Christmaaaaassss!’ every five minutes were in 
for a shock. 

What they got was an at times bleak view of 
the music business, complete with unscrupu¬ 
lous agents, dangerous gangster types and a 
band’s rise to stardom followed by inevitable 
fall from grace. 

Fantasy 

Sure there’s humour - a furious Noddy sing¬ 
ing while padlocked inside a coffin on stage is 
comedy gold - but this was not your average 
film about a rock band. 

It was a million miles away from The Beat¬ 
les’ A Hard Day’s Night, the rock star fantasy 
of the David Essex vehicle Stardust and vari¬ 
ous glam rockers’ bizarre Never Too Young To 
Rock. According to Slade drummer Don Pow¬ 
ell, that was precisely what the band intended. 

“We had no interest in making another typ¬ 
ical film about a rock band, that had already 
been done,” said Don, who lives with his fam¬ 
ily in Aarhus in Denmark. 

“None of us really knew what we had let 
ourselves in for. But we ended up with a film 
that comes across as pretty dark. 

“It shows the downside of the music busi¬ 
ness, all the crooks and the gangsters.” 

Don returned to Wolverhampton the city of 
his birth as guest of honour at a Slade conven¬ 
tion at the Robin 2 club in Bilston, organised

to commemorate the 40th anniversary of the 
iconic movie. Filmed over the course of six 
weeks at locations across the UK, Slade in 
Flame follows the fortunes of a fictitious band 
as they hit the road to the big time at the tail 
end of the swinging 60s. 

In the film members from two rival bands 
join up to form Flame, giving them the same 
line up as the real-life Slade - Noddy Holder, 
Don Powell, Dave Hill and Jim Lea. 

From then on it’s a telling tale of a young 
band marketed and exploited to the point 
where they eventually tire of the whole busi¬ 
ness and pack it all in. 

The idea for a film was hatched by Slade 
manager Chris Chandler, who saw it as the 
next logical step in the band’s successful ca¬ 
reer. 

It was written by Andrew Birkin - with 
more than a little guidance from the band 
themselves. “The first story Andrew brought 
to us wasn’t really what we wanted,” said Don. 

“So we took him and Richard Loncraine (di¬ 
rector) on tour with us to the States for a few 
weeks. If you want to know what life in a band 
is like, go out on tour!

“They came to all the gigs and travelled with 
us - really got to know us as people. There’s 
a lot of spare time and we would tell stories 
about daft things that had happened to us and 
other bands. 

“Andrew had a tape recorder with him all 
the time. Although the film is fictional a lot 
of what you see in there actually happened in 
real life, although not necessarily to us.” 

The early scenes of two young bands plying 
their trade around bingo halls and weddings 
certainly echo the pre-Slade band The ‘N Be- 
tweens. And Don’s character Charlie is shown 
grafting in a factory - a nod to his early re¬ 
al-life job as a foundry worker in Willenhall. 

The aforementioned Noddy-in-a-coffin scene 
reflects the antics of Screaming Lord Sutch, 
who was once trapped inside a coffin on stage 
while he performed with his band The Sav¬ 
ages. But there are times when the film de¬ 
parts wildly from reality. 

In one memorable scene Jim Lea sees Noddy 
tending to his pigeons. “Come in,” invites 
Noddy, covered from head-to-toe in pigeon 
muck. “They’re vegetarians.” 

“To this day I’m sure Noddy has never 


done anything like that,” chuckled Don. “The 
thought of Noddy training pigeons! I think An¬ 
drew pulled that one out of the sky.” 

Respected actors were also brought onto 
the cast, including Alan Lake who played the 
appropriately named Jack Daniels and Tom 
Conti as the band’s manager Robert Seymour. 

Fresh from a stint at Her Majesty’s pleas¬ 
ure, Lake was fired during his first day on set 
after enjoying a lengthy liquid lunch - only to 
be reinstated when his wife Diana Dors agreed 
to police his sobriety for the remainder of film¬ 
ing. 

Don admits his nerves began to jangle prior 
to filming, his concerns exacerbated by a tragic 
car accident he was involved in that killed his 
fiancee Angela Morris and left him suffering 
severe short-term memory loss. 

He said: “I had amnesia after the car crash 
and thought: ‘There’s no way I‘m going to be 
able to learn my lines’. 

“But of course I didn’t have to learn the 
whole film in one go. I would learn what I 
needed to before I went on set, so it wasn’t as 
hard as I thought. I actually found it was great 
mental exercise for me to learn things. I spent 
a lot of my spare time on set watching how 
things are done.” 

The film also spawned a best selling book 
by John Pidgeon and a soundtrack which 
sold 170,000 copies before the film was even 
released. “Slade has always been about the 
music first and foremost,” said Don. “We defi¬ 
nitely weren’t actors. 

“The music was a central part of the film, 
but after it had premiered it wasn’t the music 
that most people were talking about.” Don 
is alluding to the somewhat mixed response 
Slade in Flame garnered from fans and crit¬ 
ics alike. Some of the reviews were positive - 
with the BBC’s Barry Norman praising it for 
having ‘real grit’ and ‘real integrity’ - while 
others suggested fans were better off just lis¬ 
tening to the soundtrack. 

Don said that sections of the band’s fanbase 
struggled to come to terms with the harsh re¬ 
alities of the music business depicted in the 
film. There’s also an argument that the film 
may have ended up damaging Slade’s career. 
They never scored another number one hit 
single in the UK after its release, having had 
six between 1971 and 1973. 

“Part of the problem was that people 
couldn’t get their heads around the fact that 
we were playing characters, not ourselves,” 
Don muses. “But I’m glad we did it and I’m 
proud of the film.”

Jail for pair of burglars 
after string of break-ins 


Rescuer to help after Nepal disaster 


FIREFIGHTERS and paramedics from the West 
Midlands have gone to Nepal to help in the res¬ 
cue operation after the devastating earthquake. 

Nine West Midlands Fire Service firefighters 
have been deployed there, as well as three West 
Midlands Ambulance Service staff. Paramedic 
Simon Greenfield from Oldbury was due to fly 
out on Monday with Humanity First Medical, 
which provides medical teams to disaster zones. 

Medical incident officer Dr Malcolm Russell, 
based as an emergency doctor in Herefordshire, 
and Stoke-based paramedic Steve Watkins have 
also flown to Nepal as part of the rescue effort. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service chief exec¬ 
utive Anthony Marsh said: “Our good wishes go 
with all three of them as they go into what will 
undoubtedly be a horrific scene. 

“They will, as part of the relief effort, be able 
to provide invaluable assistance to local commu¬ 
nities in the stricken areas. As a trust we are 
pleased to be able to release these staff, who have 
specialist training, to be part of these organised 
humanitarian response teams.” 

Eight West Midlands Fire Service firefighters 
have flown out as part of the UK’s International 
Search and Rescue (ISAR) mission, while the 
ninth is supporting a non-government organisa¬ 
tion, also in a search and rescue capacity. WMFS 
is co-ordinating the UK’s ISAR response on be¬ 
half of the Department for International Devel¬ 
opment (DFID). 

This will involve co-ordinating the movements 
of nearly 70 personnel deployed as part of the 
UK response and providing vital welfare support 
for them and their families.The West Midlands 
contingent have taken heavy rescue equipment 
and will lead the coordination of the UK response 
on the ground, including vital communications, 
transport and IT support.

TWO burglars who ransacked homes during a string of 
break-ins across the Black Country and Birmingham, have 
been jailed for a total of more than eight years. 

Abid Khan and Daniel Johnson hired a car which they used for their 
escape after raids in the Black Country and Birmingham.

Johnson, aged 27, and Khan, 24, 
broke into a house in Gorsebrook 
Road, Whitmore Reans, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton on April 8, 2013, but fled with just 
costume jewellery when people from a 
neighbouring property went to inves¬ 
tigate. 

The next day, they at a house in 
Dunstall Hill. Johnson broke in while 
Khan was lookout. He ransacked the 
house, stealing games consoles, expen¬ 
sive watches and designer sunglasses. 

When the family returned home, Khan 
sent warning texts to Johnson.

DEVOLUTION of power, so it 
isn’t concentrated all in one 
place, seems to be high on 
the politicians’ agenda, but is 
it too much to ask for a little 
joined-up thinking? 

Take the NHS, for example. 

On a visit to Wolverhampton the 
shadow health secretary Andy Burn¬ 
ham is as much at a loss as anyone 
else to explain the logic of not funding 
more training places for nurses, while 
hospital trusts are so desperate for 
staff they go to places like Greece and 
Italy to find them. Mr Burnham says 
he’ll sort this out if he gets into the 
Department of Health in May. 

Whether Labour’s so-called ‘man¬ 
sion tax’ and a promise to pump bil¬ 
lions more into the NHS will solve it is 
another matter entirely. 

Deny 

It makes no sense to deny the op¬ 
portunity of a career in nursing to a 
young person for want of funding, only 
for another arm of the NHS to then 
use public money to bring someone in 
from overseas. That’s absolutely no 
criticism of the foreign nurses. 

At the moment they’re falling over 
themselves to promise devolution to 
the English regions - something that 
might be a necessary sweetener if we 
are sold short in order to give Scot¬ 
land what it wanted in exchange for 
not breaking up the United Kingdom. 



Andy Burnham - nurse shortage 

One of the possible power hand¬ 
overs from Whitehall to the West 
Midlands could be around the issue 
of skills. There’s an argument that 
under the coalition the oversight of 
education was concentrated too much 
in London. Is it going to be any better 
handing over skills to local areas with¬ 
out the rest of education? 

The Black Country Chamber of 
Commerce was less than impressed by 
Labour’s planned crackdown on em¬ 
ploying migrant workers on low pay. 

Ninder Johal thinks the party is 
using ‘anti-employer’ rhetoric while 
failing to tackle what he considers 
to be a bigger issue, namely that 
education isn’t up to scratch. The 
chamber says ‘our schools, colleges 
and universities continue to produce 
young people who are unemploya¬ 
ble’. Ed Miliband is adamant that 
good employers have nothing to fear. 



George Osborne - same policies 

But it does expose a couple of holes 
in Labour’s ‘guarantee’ of an appren¬ 
ticeship for every young person who 
makes the grade. Firstly, how do you 
guarantee a job when it requires em¬ 
ployers to create the apprenticeship? 

Secondly, what do you do about the 
ones who don’t make the grade? Mr 
Miliband says Labour will help those 
who don’t make the grade too. So 
that’s all right then. 

Thousands of jobs, hundreds of 
thousands of apprenticeships and 
hundreds of thousands of people get¬ 
ting the right to buy their homes; the 
Tory economic plan for the West Mid¬ 
lands is stat-tastic. 

Chancellor George Osborne’s an¬ 
nouncement in the West Midlands 
would have been impressive, were it 
not essentially the same policies we’ve 
been hearing for the past weeks.

Mods, rockers and old time classics 


Another self-portrait exhibition entry of Sandwell youths

MODS, rockers and old time 
classics - these nostalgic 
photos are among hundreds 
of images offering an insight 
into life in Sandwell during 
the 1970s, 80s and early 90s. 

The photos have been un¬ 
earthed from the basement of 
West Bromwich Town Hall and 
now take price of place in a new 
exhibition in the town. 

The ‘Unseen Sandwell’ exhibition is 
showcasing hundreds of images taken 
by community group Jubilee Arts dur¬ 
ing a 20-year period of 1974 to 1994. 

Many of the photographs are of 
the group’s artistic activities while 


others capture social change across 
the borough. The project is the brain¬ 
child of former Jubilee Arts’ member 
Brendan Jackson who has worked 
with Sandwell Community Archives 
Service over the last four years to get 
the scheme off the ground. 

From the 20,000 images which 
formed the Jubilee Arts Archive, it 
was a forerunner to the ‘selfie’ which 
inspired the whole project. Taken in 
Oak Road, West Bromwich, in 1985, 
the image shows four young lads with 
a Small Faces album. 

Mr Jackson said: “I love this picture. 
It was taken at a community festival 
event. A space for self-portraits was 
made by dragging a large piece of chip¬ 
board around and propping it up, set¬ 


ting up a camera on a tripod with an 
air release rubber bulb cable release 
attache, then inviting people to make 
a picture of themselves. 

“It was the second coming of the 
Mods and one of the lads insisted on 
going back home to get their favour¬ 
ite Small Faces LP from 1967, before 
being photographed.” 

Self-portrait exhibitions were one 
of the many activities Jubilee Arts, 
formed in 1974, organised across 
Sandwell. 

The photos are on display at 
Sandwell College’s Central Sixth cam¬ 
pus until May 27. 

The exhibition is open from Monday 
to Friday between 10am and 4pm. Ad¬ 
mission is free.

Canalside 
creative 
village bid 
is on hold 


A £9 MILLION project for a canalside creative 
village in Smethwick has been put on hold af¬ 
ter vital funding was withdrawn. 

A fresh bid will now have to be made for millions 
of pounds of funding for new homes and shops in 
Rolfe Street. It has left the developer behind the am¬ 
bitious project which had been due to get under way 


in months, in limbo. 

Complex Development 
Projects had secured £9m 
from central government 
and the European Regional 
Development Fund (ERDF). 

But ERDF ‘unapproved’ 
the application for around 
£4m due to fears it was over¬ 
spending. 

The developer was told 
it could resubmit the bid 
during the next round of 
funding. But Ian Harrabin, 
director at Complex Devel¬ 
opments, said it was not 
known when this process 
would begin and said work 
would not be able to start 
without the cash in place. 

“The ERDF funding was 
de-approved due to pro¬ 
jected over-commitment 
within the programme, with 
the suggestion that this 
was moved to the new pro¬ 
gramme. It will need to go 
through the approval pro-

cess again and can only do 
so when DCLG ask for pro¬ 
posals. They haven’t done so 
yet,” he said. 

Sandwell’s finance boss 
Steve Eling said he was ‘ 
very disappointed’ by the 
news. This is annoying. 
Work was all ready to start 
and now we are left waiting 
and not knowing what is 
going to happen. It’s very 
annoying, I can’t believe 
this happened.” 

The project will include 
the construction of new 
commercial buildings as 
well as improved pedestrian 
links between the railway 
station and Smethwick High 
Street. 

There will also be a se¬ 
ries of works to improve the 
canal which leaders hope 
will attract businesses and 
people back into the area.

Shelters in place as town 
bus station takes shape

WORK is gathering pace on 
a major £1.9 million overhaul 
of a Black Country bus sta¬ 
tion as shelters start to be 
installed at the site. 

A sweeping roof showcasing the 
modern look for the new Cradley 
Heath station has now been creat¬ 
ed on the shelters. 

They are being constructed in a 
horseshoe-style design around the rear 
of the site in Forge Lane, next to the 
town’s train station. 

Construction workers are on-site be¬ 


ginning to landscape the layout for the 
route for buses accessing the station. 

Pathways and pavements are gradu¬ 
ally being put into place in the scheme 
by Centro, the public transport co-or¬ 
dinator, across the West Midlands. 

Construction work is due to be com¬ 
pleted later this year. 

Temporary bus stops have been 
erected in the town while work is tak¬ 
ing place. 

Two stops are set up in Forge Lane, 
with another in Lower High Street to 
cope with the bus services re-directed 
from the station. New passenger in¬ 
formation and improved waiting areas 


will be created during the transforma¬ 
tion of the interchange. 

The work is being paid for through 
the Better Bus Area Fund, a £10 mil¬ 
lion pot to improve public transport in 
Brierley Hill, around Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre and Cradley Heath. 

Centro chairman, John McNicholas, 
said: “Once completed, the new inter¬ 
change will offer the world-class public 
transport facility our passengers de¬ 
serve and have come to expect.” 

The new interchange will consist of 
six bus stands, four within the main 
building and two on a newly-con¬ 
structed island stand.

SHE laughs easily, smiles a lot and loves company, 
with this 70-something-year-old enjoying a fresh 
confidence in her day-to-day living. 

Fun-loving Shirley Foster, a passionate gardener and 
keen modem sequence dancer can’t wait for some 
sunshine and watch her collection of blooms spring into 
life. 

“I love my collection of poppies. They look stunning 
with their large colourful flower heads and gardening is 
a real therapy,” she says.

ONE of the most naturally beau¬ 
tiful regions in England, the Lake 
District has long inspired the na¬ 
tion. 

From William Wordsworth and the 
Lake Poets to the death of Joe McIn¬ 
tyre in Coronation Street, the Lakes 
have inspired popular culture as well 
as bringing in tourists with its stun¬ 
ning scenery and welcoming retreats. 

Foremost in popularity is, of course, Win¬ 
dermere - the largest lake in the country. 
But dig a little further afield and there are 
plenty of fantastic finds spread across Cum¬ 
bria. 

Take, for example, the haven of Raveng- 
lass. Home to roughly 200 residents it is the 
only coastal settlement in the region and 
sits on the mouths of three rivers - the Esk, 
Mite and Irt. Dating back to the Second

Century it was an important naval base to 
the Romans and is steeped in history. 

From the visible remains of a Roman 
bathhouse to the stunning Muncaster Cas¬ 
tle lying a mile or so inland, there is plenty 
to keep you occupied while abandoning the 
rigours of driving for a couple of days. 

Haunted 

Muncaster is a must for anyone visiting 
the area. It is home to many ghostly tales 
and strange happenings which add to its in¬ 
trigue. You can rent it out privately for any 
function ranging from university reunions 
to weddings. One of the main legends sur¬ 
rounds the wandering, dethroned Henry VI 
after a defeat in the War of the Roses. 

After being given sanctuary at Muncas¬ 
ter, on his leaving he gave his drinking bowl 


to the Pennington family declaring that as 
long as it stayed intact they would live and 
thrive in the place. 

There is talk of a haunted bedroom, which 
needs to be seen before trying to make up 
your mind, while the legend of Tom Fool 
and his tenure as jester to the Pennington 
family landed the word ‘tomfoolery’ into 
our language and led to the brewing of a 
rather scrumptious ale in the area. 

But topping all the history is the stun¬ 
ning views northwards over the Eskdale 
Valley towards Scafell Pike - England’s 
highest mountain. Ruskin described it as 
‘the gateway to paradise’, and standing 
outside the castle’s main entrance you can 
see why. The grounds are extensive, host¬ 
ing many walks, and there is the World 
Owl Centre - home to an extremely rare 
Ethiopian eagle owl. When your feet are all 
walked out, Ravenglass hosts three great 


locations to recharge with food and drink. 

The Pennington Hotel restaurant, The 
Inn @ Ravenglass and The Ratty Arms all 
serve up tantalising fish dishes and a bevy 
of locally brewed ales. 

Other than the impressive Muncaster 
and the historic Ravenglass & Eskdale 
Steam Railway that provides transport in¬ 
land to Dalegarth and Boot, there is no real 
need to pay entry to an attraction. Thou¬ 
sands of strolls await. 

Once you have seen the coast it is worth 
heading inland to see what else the Lakes 
have to offer. If the tourist-orientated Win¬ 
dermere isn’t to your taste then head north 
through Kirkstone Pass towards Ullswater 
- the second largest expanse of water. Kirk¬ 
stone Pass offers too many Middle Earth-es- 
que views to mention. 

If a country break is what you require 
then look no further.

Shocking case leaves 
a race against time 


D o we really need another new 
police drama? Well, it if it’s 
written by Paul Abbott, the 
man who gave us Shameless and 
State of the Play, then yes, we 
probably do. 

He certainly thinks that his new 
series, No Offence, is filling a gap in 
the TV market. 

The writer explains: “No Offence 
came after searching for a concept 
that would match a Shameless 
landscape, which is enormous. I love 
cop shows, I love comedies, and 
nobody has found a blended set of 
ingredients that make that work and 
feel like the cop series I wanted to 
make.” 

Before fans of E4’s import 
Brooklyn Nine-Nine start raising 
objections, Abbott makes it clear that 
his series can’t really be called a 
sitcom. 

“No Offence is proudly a 
procedural drama, but it’s not what I 
started writing. I thought we were 
getting away with writing a comedy 
in my head, but it was just too big 
and eventually it got squeezed all 


the way back down to near real life 
but not real life - it’s heightened by 
two millimetres - and I think it is 
those two millimetres that define the 
personality of No Offence. 

“You can’t call it a comedy, as it’s 
as dark as can be... and it gets 
darker and darker.” 

He adds: “No Offence is trying to fit 
a square peg in a round hole and 
we’ve done it beautifully, with a set 
of ingredients that don’t look like they 
should belong together, but they do.” 

As it’s no ordinary police show, it 
makes sense that the team are no 
ordinary coppers. Led by the very 
capable, but slightly unhinged Dl 
Vivienne Deering (Joanna Scanlan), 
and her right-hand women DC 
Dinah Kowalska (Elaine Cassidy) 
and DS Joy Freers (Alexandra 
Roach), they work some very mean 
streets, which would leave lesser 
officers considering a change of 
career, but they largely take in their 
stride. 

Abbott says: “I love watching 
people being good at their job. I 
remember I used to watch Casualty 


when all they did was complain 
about the agency nurses and I’d 
shout ‘go get another job.’ I don’t 
want to watch people moaning about 
their occupation on TV - it’s like 
being haunted by your eight-hour 
shift isn’t it?” 

However, in this first episode, it 
looks like even this apparently 
unshockable team - which also 
includes Will Mellor as DC Spike 
Tanner and Colin Salmon as Det 
Supt Darren Maclaren - are about to 
be confronted with one of their most 
difficult case as Kowalska notices a 
pattern connecting the deaths of two 
young women. It seems the team 
could be dealing with a serial killer - 
and a third girl has gone missing... 

Again, it may not sound original, 
but that’s not really the point. 

Abbott says: “I don’t write for shock 
value. I think all crimes have been 
seen on television before, whether 
on the News At Ten or in a drama. 
But No Offence isn’t about whether 
you’ve seen them before, it’s about 
the attitude towards them. We’ve 
done it with such dignity and 
humanity.”

Pumped up 
and pimped 
out Range 
Rover Sport

A regular supercharged Range Rover Sport 
not enough for you? Then try the first product 
to come from the newly-formed Special Vehi¬ 
cle Operations - the SVR. 

At first glance, the Range Rover Sport SVR should 
be recognisable, if somewhat different from how you 
remember it. This is the pumped-up, pimped-out 
Sport, and while that might seem a world away from 
a typical Range Rover, the reality is buyers want more 

- which the SVR supplies in spades. 

So with an SVR, you get 20in wheels (with the option of 
21s) and other modest external flourishes including more 
vents at the front, side skirts and a large spoiler on top of 
the tailgate. More importantly there’s more power under 
the bonnet from the 5.0-litre supercharged V8 and revised 
damper settings for better control. 

The interior also gets some smart new seats and a retrim. 

If it’s subtle you’re after, then the SVR might not be for 
you. Sure, finished in black you might mistake it for a stand¬ 
ard car, but one brief blast from the exhaust will change all 
that. It squats on its huge wheels and the big front air vents 

- essential for cooling the engine and brakes - certainly give 
it some significant menace. It’s clear that Land Rover is go¬ 
ing Porsche chasing with the SVR, and although the name 
tag is new, it probably won’t be long before the SVR logo 
signifies business. 

Happily the SVR doesn’t give away much in the way of prac¬ 
ticality compared to the standard Range Rover Sport. The 
only concession is the reshaped rear seat, while still offering 
three seat belts is really optimised for two. However, there’s 
still plenty of space front and rear, and although it’s not as big 
as a full-size Range Rover, you should be able to deal with 
most eventualities. It even retains a useful amount of off-road 
ability; quite a lot more than anyone spending this much 
money would dare use in any case. 

Snarl 

Right from the moment you start the engine, the SVR lets 
you know that performance is the name of the game. There’s 
a snarl from the exhaust that wouldn’t be out of place in 
something with two seats, and there’s the performance to 
back it up; the SVR has 543bhp to power it along and you 
hear every single one of them as it tears along. 

For a car weighing 2.3 tonnes, the SVR is hilariously fast. 

It doesn’t fall apart when you try to do something other 
than go in a straight line either. Sure it’s tall, but the steering 
is sharper than the standard car and helps you accurately 
place it on the road. The suspension changes are modest, 
but the SVR can be hurled about with impressive ease for 
something so large, and the brakes are more than a match 
for the performance. 

Ultimately it’s huge fun, but capable of being calm and 
controlled when you need it to be. 

Make no mistake, the SVR is an expensive car; £93,450 
before options to be precise, but then you are in no doubt 
that you’re getting a lot for your money. The sporty new 
seats, leather everywhere, a slick infotainment system (al¬ 
though there’s a high-end Meridian system for another 
£5,000), climate control, reversing camera-you name it. It’s 
worth remembering at this end of the market, price isn’t so 
much of an issue as it is a badge of honour. 

Anyone who thinks the standard Range Rover Sport Su¬ 
percharged - 0-62mph in 5.5 seconds and 155mph flat out 

- isn’t quite fast enough will love the SVR, and while that 
might seem like a pretty small audience, the truth is the SUV 
market continues to grow whether you’re spending £10,000 
or £100,000. 

It’s no harder to live with than any other Range Rover 
(with the possible exception of petrol station visits) yet is 
undoubtedly more fun than any other. 

This car summed up in a single word: Grunty.

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Audi’s new 
A6 may well 
have just hit 
sweet spot

Thrilling it isn’t, but the new Audi A6 is a won¬ 
derful everyday drive nonetheless. 

It feels like the A6 has been around since Moses, 
but there are specific updates for this year. 

Technophiles will like the new LED headlight options, in¬ 
cluding the fantastic Matrix LED units that blank off individ¬ 
ual LEDs to maintain main beam illumination while avoiding 
dazzling other drivers. 

Amazingly, the windscreen and front side windows are 
now double glazed as standard. 

There’s also a smoothly-integrated new infotainment sys¬ 
tem with more features, and of course engine revisions that 
take the most economical A6 up to 67.3mpg and 109g/km 
- but only in the right specification. 

Not much has changed outwardly unless you care to 
break out your electron microscope, but versions with LED 
headlights, like this S line car, don’t need fog lights any 
more. 

The function is built into the complex LED units, so you 
won’t see pointless extra lamps on the front. 

The A6 has a deservedly superb image, whether it’s as a 
long-legged company car or as a carry-all premium family 
bus. 

It’s well known for its refinement, materials quality and 
comfort - and all three are borne out with this 2015 update. 

The Avant estate model is obviously the bigger of the two 
chief body styles, packing enough space for more or less 
anything you’re likely to need to carry. 

With the rear seats folded down there are van-like propor¬ 
tions to play with, but the normal boot area alone is enough 
for pushchairs, big suitcases or smaller pieces of furniture. 

A nice touch is a cupholder design that grips containers 
firmly and stops them tilting. 

Mechanically speaking, the car is also a great fit for the 
S tronic automatic gearbox, which helps waft the A6 along 
with dignity and quiet restraint. 

It’s supremely welcome in traffic, too, removing the strain 
often felt by your left leg. 

A butter-smooth drivetrain is perfect for the A6. 

It hums along so creamily, it’s hard to believe that just 
a decade ago Audi was still using the clattery old TDI PD 
engines. 

The latest common-rail 2.0-litre diesel is a marvellous 
thing, if lacking a little in outright punch in this car. 

The ride is comfy enough, despite the 18-inch wheels 
here, and you immediately notice how big and stable it feels 
both in a straight line and through corners, where it grips like 
a barnacle to a boat. 

Intelligent design means that the gearbox holds lower 
gears when going downhill, for example, to help with engine 
braking. 

On the downside, the steering is rather elastic-feeling 
and doesn’t have any real sense of connection to the front 
wheels. 

The harder you drive along winding roads, the worse it 
seems to get. 

The silver lining is that it’s light and responsive at low 
speeds, making car parks lighter work than they might be. 

Or you could just let the car park itself; you just need to 
select Drive and Reverse when the car tells you. 

S line trim, the Avant body style and the S tronic gearbox 
bump this car’s price up a few thousand pounds, but by A6 
standards, it’s not that pricey at all. 

It might just be a sweet spot in the range, too, with max¬ 
imum practicality, enough comfort and luxury and low run¬ 
ning costs. 

We managed just short of 52mpg on a 40-minute loop of 
mixed roads. Not bad for a big ol’ barge like the A6. 

This is such an effective all-rounder that many different 
types of people might buy it, for overlapping reasons. 

Families who need space and technology, and busi¬ 
ness users who want comfort and prestige, are the primary 
groups likely to make a bee-line straight for the Ultra TDI 
version. And they’d be wise to do so. 

This car summed up in a single word: Serene 

If this car was a chauffeur it would arrive wearing an im¬ 
maculate suit before demonstrating impeccable manners 
out on the road.

Golden trip 
celebrates 
50 years of 
iconic Ford

Ford’s golden convoy of Transits celebrat¬ 
ing 50 years of the van icon has started a 
tour around dealerships, events and other 
shows until the commercial vehicle leader’s 
actual anniversary on the weekend of Aug 
8/9. 

The tour by gold-coloured Transit Courier, Con¬ 
nect, Custom and two-tonne Transit models marks 
five decades of loyal service to businesses in UK and 
around the world. 

Since the first vehicle left the production line in Langley, 
England, on August 9, 1965, almost eight million Transit 
and Transit Custom models have been built, and the Transit 
has grown from a single model to an entire family of Transit 
vans. 

Lined up end-to-end, 50 years of Transits would circle the 
globe, and on average a new Transit has been bought every 
180 seconds during its lifetime. 

The latest expanded Transit line-up features four all-new 
models - Transit, Transit Custom, Transit Connect and Tran¬ 
sit Courier - which are boosting demand for Ford commer¬ 
cial vehicles, with sales at an all-time high in March up 43 
per cent at 16,497, compared with March 2014.

ALBION star Joleon Lescott in¬ 
sists he has enjoyed his first sea¬ 
son at The Hawthorns despite the 
Baggies’ season of struggle. 

Lescott, who won the club’s first 
end-of-season award , says he has 
relished a return to regular action 
after moving from Manchester 
City. 

“I enjoy playing,” said the 
32-year-old. “That’s what I came 
here to do. 

“As a club and a team we had an 
ambition and a goal to stay in the 


league and that’s still ongoing, but 
there’s no substitute for playing 
football regularly. 

“There have been ups and 
downs but our end goal hasn’t 
changed and if we hit those it’s an 
achievement. 

“The club’s ambition is to be 
a long-standing Premier League 
team. 

“This season would be their sixth 
in a row in the Premier League, 
which would be an achievement in 
itself. If we can sign a new calibre 


of player in the summer then hope¬ 
fully we can progress.” 

Lescott was named player of the 
season by the disabled section of 
the West Bromwich Albion Sup¬ 
porters’ Club, who held their an¬ 
nual open day at The Hawthorns. 

Around 65 disabled fans watched 
their heroes train from the stands 
before being treated to lunch and 
mingling with players. 

Lescott received his trophy from 
seven-year-old fan Harry Mitchell. 



TWO possible buyers were inspect¬ 
ing Albion’s accounts as new figures 
revealed the Baggies spend a bigger 
portion of their income on wages 
than any other Premier League club. 

Two prospective new owners - including 
one from the Far East - have begun check¬ 
ing the books ahead of a possible takeover 
bid in the next six weeks. 

And the news came as new figures showed 
more than 75 per cent of the club’s income was 
spent on wages last season. 

That was the highest percentage in the Pre¬ 
mier League last term with only relegated Ful¬ 
ham rivalling the Baggies’ figure. 

In the year ending June 2014, Albion spent 
75.5 per cent of their £86.8 million turnover on 
staff, with the vast majority of the £65.5m wage 
bill made up of players’ salaries. 

Relegated 

Albion’s income last season was the third 
lowest in the Premier League with only Hull 
(£84.5m) and relegated Cardiff (£83. lm) bring¬ 
ing in less money. 

But the Baggies’ wage bill was the 12th high¬ 
est in the division. 

Albion announced a club record pre-tax profit 
of £14.7m with both the turnover and wage bill 
the highest in their history. 

The figures also showed the Baggies had the 
second lowest number of full-time staff among 
the 20 Premier League clubs with 159, with only 
Crystal Palace (142) having fewer full-time em¬ 
ployees. 

Meanwhile, a possible takeover is moving 
closer with two interested partiesexamining 
the books before deciding whether to bid, with 
chairman Jeremy Peace wanting a deal in place 
in principle by the end of May, although detailed 
takeover talks could extend later into the sum¬ 
mer. 

If no deal is advancing by the end of next 
month, Peace will halt his search and commit 
his own future to the club. 

Several other possible buyers are still in talks 
while agents have contacted Peace claiming to 
represent businessmen. 

But just two groups have so far started their 
‘due diligence’.

TONY Pulis has plenty to pon¬ 
der in the pivotal summer that 
lies ahead for Albion. 

But for the time being, his first Bag¬ 
gies mission is almost complete. 

When Pulis embarks on his first full season in 
charge, the Hawthorns faithful will demand more 
pace, more creativity and frankly more attacking 
intent than their side showed in a 90-minute 
borefest against Liverpool that replicated so 
many dismal games this season. 

Yet a goalless draw and a crucial point against 
one of the leading clubs in the country repre¬ 
sented, to a large degree at least, a job well done 
for Pulis and his players. 

And that effort typified the job the Baggies 
have done since Pulis arrived on New Year’s Day 
- a job that has left them all but safe from relega¬ 
tion with four games to go. 

The position they find themselves in, seven 
points clear of the bottom three with four games 
remaining, has not come easy and has rarely been 
enjoyable to watch. 

Dreadful 

And Saturday’s latest chapter was no different. 

For 60 minutes it was a dreadful spectacle with 
Albion sitting deep to nullify comfortably a Liver¬ 
pool side operating at testimonial pace. 

And for the final half-hour all of the best facets 
of Pulis’s Baggies team - the ones which were so 
mysteriously absent in their previous two home 
performances - came to the fore as the visitors 
finally generated a head of steam and their hosts 
stood firm to repel everything that was thrown 
their way. 

That stoicism, resilience, strength and sheer 
bloody-mindedness are the kind of qualities that 
will undoubtedly form the foundation for the first 
truly Pulis-built team, which should premiere in 
pre-season. 

Nine clean sheets under the new boss says 
much for the effectiveness of the Welshman’s 
training-ground efforts. 

But fans, who have suffered two seasons of 
drab, turgid football, will want much, much more. 

They will demand displays like the one Callum 
McManaman produced for almost half-an-hour 
on Saturday - a lively cameo that was at odds
